DETAILED ACTION 



REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 22-25 and 31-36 are allowed. 

The prior art does not teach or suggest a method of making a current collector for a fuel 
cell including all of the claimed features. The most pertinent art includes Fronk et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 6,372,376 B1) and Hampden-Smith et al. (U.S. Pub. No. 
2002/0107140 A1). 

Both the Fronk et al. and Hampden-Smith et al. references do not teach or suggest: 
A method comprising making a current collector for a fuel cell comprising coating an 
electrically conductive substrate with a tacky layer of uncured or undried material 
comprising a corrosion-proof, electrically-conductive filler dispersed throughout 
an oxidation-resistant and acid-resistant polymer, thereafter embedding a plurality of 
electrically-conductive particles in a surface of said layer so as to increase the 
conductivity of said surface over the conductivity of the remainder of said material, and 
thereafter curing or drying said layer. 



For these reasons, the claims are allowed over the prior art. Any comments
